Abjuration: appointed for ſuch as are ſuſpe&ed ro be Popiſhly 
affeed, bur their ſoules being mage ſubjeR tothe commands of Chriſt Jeſus nor 
only becauſe of wrath butalſo tor conſcience ſake, who ſaith : Mat. 5.34. Sweare 
wot at all but let your Communication be yeayea nay nay,for whatſoever 1s mure then theſe 
cometh of cvill ver : 37.
